IN ANSWER 
To the PETIT ION of the Mayor, Shenfts, and Cicizens 
of WAT ERFORD. 
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Reat Endeayours have been uſed to Mis-repreſent ' Sr. James Fefferyes to the 

, Honourable Houſe of Commons, and to Raiſe a Prejudice againſt him in the 

. minds of moſt Men ; Sr. Fames therefore in his own Defence, Humbly Offers 

and 1s ready to Prove That the ſaid Petition is Notoriouſly falfe in almoſt every Inſtance; 

And that he hath and ever will Demean himſelf conformable to the Laws of the Land, 
and Reſolutions of the Honourable Houſe of Coinmons, 

iſt, The Petition ſets forth that the Flonourable Houſe of Commons in the Year 1695, 

paſs d by ſeveral Grievous and Exceſsive Enormities committed by Sr. James 
hopes of his amenament. 

To which Sr. Fames Anſwers, That the Committee to whom the former Petition was 
Referr'd after ſeveral ſtri&t Examinations of the Matters contain'd in the faid Petition, 
Reſolved gr. Fames had neither Taken or Exafed other Fees or Duties as Governour of 
Duncanon Fort, then were commonly Taken by former Governoaurs of that Fore. 

2dly, That the faid Sr, Fames was not Guilty of any of the other Matters contain'd 
in the ſaid Petition, to both which Reſolutiens the whole Houſe Agreed as Appears by 
Printed Votes of the 15th of Ofob. 1695. Whereby it is evident That the Houſe of 
Commons in juſtice did acquit rhe Reſpondent, and not Pafs by and Conive at Arbitra- 
ry Proceedings, as is Suggeſted in the laſt Petition, without regard to Truth or the 
Honour of the Houle. 

ad. The faid Petition fets forth that Sr. Jams the 12th of Oftob. 1696. Commanded 

ſeveral Soldiers to Impriſon ſome of the Citizens of Waterford, whilſt they were holding 
an Admiralty Conrt, for the Regalating of Fiſhing,and ſtruck Terrier in them by causing 
an Alarm to be beaten and Muſquets to be preſented to their Breſts, 

The. Key and Strand of P/5age ate part of the Town of Paſsage, which Town with 
all Liberties, Privilidges, and all and ſingular Profits, Commodities, Emoluments, 
Rites, Members, Advantages; and Appurtenances whatſoever to the Town of Paſ- 
Sage, aforeſaid belonging or in any wiſe Appertaining ; by expreſs words, was z»ter al. 
Granted by Letters Pattents from the Crown, Dated 3x May. 21 Char, 2d. to Richard 
Earl of Arran, and other Truſtees in Truſt, for the Support and Maintenance of the Fore 
of Duncanon ; and have all along been enjoyed by the ſeveral Governours, Leaſees, of 
the ſaid Lands and their Tennants who conſtantly received a Duty of ſix pence for cach 
Boat loadof Sand, and} pence per Tun, for Bellaſt to Ships, 

. Fhat on the 12th of Ob. £696, the Petitioner with a deſign to Enfnare and Pro- 
voke this Reſpondent, did order ſome Gadbards (without the Reſpondents leave, or pay- 


- ingany Duty for the ſame) to take up Ballaſt on the ſaid Bank. 
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And on the ſame Day to countenance the aforeſaid Encroachment on His Majeſty's 
Right; the Mayor and Sheriffs came on the 1aid Bank, and pretended to hold there an 
Admiralty Court; that in the Morning of that day the City Officer w boſs Iiv'd at Paſ- 
ſage above 3o years, placed the Table and Chairs in the uſual place where che Admiralty 
Court was held during his Memory, but the Petitioners ordered the fame to be Removed 
and placed on the Sand-bank belonging to the Fort, where the City of Waterford never 


had or pretended to have any Juriſdiction, and where ſuch Court never was held before | 
bur once when the Reſpondent was in England. 


That the Reſpondent having notice from Waterford that the Mayor, &c. latended to enter upon his | 
Poſſeſſion and extend their Juriſdicton beyond its uſual bounds, did dire&t Lieutenant Callion, who was | 
then quartered at Paſsage, in caſe the Citizens ſhould force upon the Poſſeſſion of the Fort, ro acquainc 
them in a Civil manner, that Sir James had ordered him to proteſt againſt their proceedings in the name 
of the King, and when he fo had done to come away, and neither to do or ſay any more to them, and 
accotding}y the ſaid Lieutenant Calan, after they. had removed their Court to the ſaid Bank of Paſſage, Y. 
and read their Charter did then acquaint them that they had invaded the Right of his Majeſty, and 4 
the Fort, and that he had no more to do then to tell them ſo and proteſt againſt their proceed- ; 
ings. | 
And then he left them; And as he was going off, the ſaid Lieatenant Ca/lion, ſaw ſeveral men at I 
ſome ſmall diſtance raking up Ballaſt on the aforeſaid Sand-Bank, whereupon he defired them to for- . 
bear, for that Sir Fames had informed him he would Indit them for comming there without his leave, 
or paying the Antient Duty for the Ballaſt, that one of the Petitioners Mr. Frith, did then force a | 
Shovel from one of the Boar-Men, and threw fame Sand into the Boar, Saying, Let me ſee who dare % 
hinder me, whereupon a great many of the Citizens with Swords and Piſtols in their Belts and Girdles, 
ſurrounded the ſaid Lieutenant Callion, who to prevent further Danger, or Tumnlt, took the faid 
Mr. Frith, with him to the Fort of Paſſage, juſt adjoyning : and in lefs then a quarter of an hourin 
which time he ſaw the Tumult was Appeaſed, delired Mr. Frith to return home, and did not Im- 
priſon, Reſtrain, or Confine any other Perſon whatſoever. That Sir Fames was in Duncannon,( abour 
two Miles diſtant from Paſſage) all that time and knew nothing of what was tranſated neither were 
there any Allarm beat er Muſquets Preſented by any Soldier. Or any occaſion of Terror given to the + 
Petitioners or any Impriſoned by the Soldiers, or any others, as this Reſpondent knows,or belic ves, Thar 
Sir Fames Never gave any orders for diſturbing the Petitioners, or Confining any Perſon whatſoever | 
as appears by ſeveral Aﬀidavits now on Record in the Court of Kings-Bench, on which an Information 0 
of Intruſion is grounded againft ſome of the Petitioners, on which the Reſpondent is ready to proſecute 
and to prove, that the Key of Paſſage is granted as aforeſaid, and that Sir Nitolas Armourer, then ho 
Governour of the ſaid Forr, the Two and Twentith of September, 1674. Did enter alia Let the .\ 
ſaid Key with all the Profits and Emoluments thereunto belonging, uato Jobs Murphy who by himſelf, 
his Aſſigns, and their Water: Bailiffs, received the Dutys aforeſaid without interruption, and the like 
Dutys are taken 1n ſeveral other places on the ſaid River by the reſpeAtive Proprietors of the Soyl,

This Reſpondent was formerly acquited by the Honourable Houſe of Commons, of this Accufation 
whereup9n they have ( as may appear by the Votes of the 15th. Of Ofober, 1695.) Refer'd it k 
ro a Committee co fettle the Fees belonging to the Fort of Duncannon, which Commaitee aiter a nice 
Scrutiny, did reſolve and agree that the table of Fees now entered in the Clerks Book, of the El@utht (04d 
were the Antient Fees reCeivd by the former Governours, Viz. Sir William Flower, Sir John Boyſe Sir 
Nicbolas Armorer, Sir Fobn Ivory, Collonel Reſſcarink , &c.

That the Houſe the ſame day, or the day after the Committee had ſo reſolved on the Fees, were 
Adjourned before tha Report could be made to the Houſe : Nevertheleſs the Reſpondent took a Copy 
in the Hand-Writing of the Clerke of the Committee, of the Fees and Reſolutions thy came 
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To therein, in Order ro Conform thereto, and doth aver, upon his Honour, and the word of Soldier, 
that he dir-Aly, or indiret]y, never took more or other Fees as Governour of the Fort of Duncanon, 


chen what were therein mentioned, and dos abſolutely deny that he hath ar any time fince ſent Armed 
Soldiers abozrd any Ships ro Colle& his Dues. 


4th, The Petitioners ſets forth That Sr, James bath Ordered bis Servant 


to quarter Soldiers in the City Liberties, without Regard to the Civil 


Magiſtrates. 


Sir Fames never Ordered, or Quartered any Soldiers in the faid City, or within five 
Miles of ;the ſame, but confteſs's that in the Demeans belongiog to the Fort, which are a- 
bove five Miles diſtant from the Town, he Ordered the Conſtables there ro Quarter 
the Soldiers of the ſaid Forz, and can prove the ſame has been ſo Ordered by all Former 
Governours; 


Some of the Petitioners have given out that they are Reſolved to Ruine 
this Reſpondent, and to that end have rais d a Fund, ſo that nothing but 
the Reſpondents Innocency, and the Gread Fuſtice of the Honourable 
Houſe of Commons can Defeat the Deſigns of bis Implacable Enemies. 
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
